A very attractive bedroom can
be made in the attic with but little
cost.

Spiced Veal Loaf.— Grind two

Mint Sauce.—Wash the mint
thoroughly, cut it small and
put in a small pan, cover with
a tablespoon of sugar, half a
teaspoon of salt, few grains of
cayenne, and a cup of weak
vinegar. Let it steep in a warm
place for half an hour, and
serve hot in a gravy boat or
bowl.

Jewel Salad.— Soak one table-
spoon of granulated gelatin in one-
fourth  cup of cold water for ten
minutes, then add one-fourth'cup
of boiling water to dissolve it. Cut
a cucumber into dice—one cup—
and dice one cup of canned pine-
apple; mix this and add to the
gelatin, then add one-fourth cup
of sugar, one-fourth cup of vine-
gar, two-thirds cup of pineapple
syrup, one tablespoon of tarragon
vinegar, one tablespoon lemon juice
and a few grains of salt. Turn
into individual moulds, first dipped
in cold water, and chill. Remove
from moulds to nest of lettuce
leaves. Use with mayonnaise dress-
ing, or half mayonnaise and half
whipped cream.

OIL YOUR ELECTRICAL
APPLIANCES

The motors of your electric
vacuum cleaner, washing ma-
chine, fan, etc., are about as
near trouble-proof as pieces of
moving machinery can be. With
just a slight amount of care
they will keep running  and
give you years of satisfactory
service. Provided, of course,
they are furnished by a reliable
manufacturer of household ap-
pliances. Keeping the bearings
properly oiled is all that is
necessary, to insure good serv-
ice. As to the fraquency of
the oiling, it depends upon ‘the
amount of usage you give them.
It is a safe plan to follow the
manufacturer’s instructions on
this point.

Rhubarb Tarts.—Cut the rhubarb
into inch pieces without peeling it.
The color is much prettier, and if
the rhubarb is tender there is no
need for taking off the outside
skin. Take four cups:of rhubarb,
one- and one-half cups of sugar,
one tablespoon of cornstarch, and
a very little water, Cook the rhu-
barb and sugar in a double boiler
and when tender add the corn-
starch dissolved in the water. Boil
five minutes, add a tablespoon of
butter and a sprinkle of cinnamon.
If the rhubarb is not tart enough
add a little lemon julce to bring
out the flavor, Make a pie crust
by .cutting half a cup of shorten-
ing into a cup of flour and a pinch
of salt. Moisten with a quarter
cup of iced water and roll out
Cover a
pie tin with the crust, put in the

cold rhubarb mixture, cover the top

with strips of the crust in a lat-
tice design, and bake until well
done and brown. Serve with a
pilece of good cheese.

To make a bathtub that has
been neglected look like new,
soak a flannel in kerosene and
rub well over the entire sur-
face.
